On Tuesday the LA 20/20 Commission presented their recommendations in their second 
report, ‘A Time for Action’. A Time for Action has three main themes: accountability and 
transparency; fiscal stability; and job creation. The Commission was tasked with looking at the 
budget and jobs, and propose solutions to help address these particular areas. The City 
Council voted to send each recommendation to the appropriate Council committee for further 
discussion and implementation.

Arroyo Seco Library 100 th Anniversary

On Wednesday, Councilmember Cedillo invited the Los Angeles Public Library to accept a 
congratulatory certificate for the Arroyo Seco Library’s 100 th Anniversary. To accept the 
certificate was Sarah Moore, Adult Librarian with the Los Angeles Public Library. 

A gift of $210,000 was originally secured by the City of Los Angeles from Andrew Carnegie to 
erect library branch buildings in 1911. The only provision attached to this gift was that land 
should be provided by the City or the citizens and an annual allowance made for upkeep equal 
to a tenth of the cost of each building. The second branch to be completed was Arroyo Seco, 
in March 1914. It was an outgrowth of the old Garvanza branch, which had united with the 
Highland Park branch established in connection with the Stimson Memorial Library at 
Occidental College. 

Highland Park, with its appreciation of books and reading, never gave up asking for a branch 
library and was most determined to have one. When the Carnegie money was given to the City 
for branch library buildings, a very active local committee began work. Money to buy a lot for 
the building was raised by public subscription, everyone old and young, contributed. The site 
chosen seemed almost equally convenient for the people of Garvanza, Highland Park, 
Annendale, York Valley and Hermon. 

We celebrate the resilience of the local Highland Park residents to have a library, 100 years 
later.

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The Budget and Finance Committee continued hearings for the City's 2014/2015 Budget. As is 
customary every year, the Mayor proposes a budget, the Budget and Finance Committee 
examines every proposal and develops recommendations for the City Council to vote upon. To 
read the Mayor’s proposed budget, please click here.

Partner organizations joined from Cri-Help- 
Socorro, El ARCA, Plaza de la Raza, City View Terrace Homeowners Association, Lincoln 
Heights Tutorial Program, CA Children’s Academy, Sacred Heart High School, Kenny 
Washington Stadium Foundation, Excel Charter Academy, Para Los Ninos, Barrio Action, 
Young Nak Church, and Lincoln High School-EduCare Program with tools in hand to clean up 
Main Street and Mission Road between the LA River and Lincoln Park Ave. Over 50, 30 gallon 
bags were filled with litter, leaves, and weeds.

On Monday Councilmember Cedillo joined over a hundred community members, police officers 
and local leaders for the LAPD Northeast Division Station groundbreaking. He invoked the 
memory of Officer Roberto Sanchez, age 32, who was killed in a weekend collision that 
occurred as the officer was making a U-turn to follow a speeding vehicle. Councilmember 
Cedillo stressed the need for a safe place for officers to work at the new state of the art facility 
and thanked Chief Beck and the Police Commission for their leadership and commitment to 
maintain public safety for the residents of Los Angeles. 

In 1982 the LAPD Highland Park Station closed and opened up at current LAPD Northeast 
Station. In March 2002 voters approved the Prop Q Citywide Bond Measure. The new 
Northeast Division is being built using savings from required construction projects. 

Councilmember Cedillo thanks the voters of Los Angeles for investing in the men and women 
of LAPD that protect and serve us every day. Their work environments should protect and 
serve them too.

On Wednesday, hundreds of students, community leaders and LAPD staff joined executives 
from Union Bank for a ribbon cutting ceremony of the new student-run bank branch at Lincoln 
High School. Union Bank’s push to provide job-training opportunities and increase financial 
literacy among young people took two big steps forward with the opening of a student-run 
branch. This unique operating branch is the result of a partnership between LAUSD and Union 
Bank. The program provides students with real-world financial experience and exposure to 
career opportunities in financial services. Ongoing financial literacy workshops will be 
conducted at the branch for parents and students. The branch is one of the first in Southern 
California. It will enhance and encourage students to apply and attend college, while at the 
same time provide them with the skills for post-college careers.

On Thursday over 350 residents attended a spirited community meeting hosted by 
Councilmember Cedillo at Nightingale Middle School in Cypress Park to hear input on 
LADOT’s proposed bike lanes for North Figueroa Street (from Avenue 22 to Avenue 52, in 
Cypress Park, Sycamore Grove and a portion of Highland Park). The proposal would remove 
one of two southbound traffic lanes (“road diet”) on North Figueroa Street. 

Councilmember Cedillo heard thoughtful input from stakeholders. Testimony was also provided 
by Captain Ed Elguea, LA Fire Department Fire Station 44, Captain Jeff Bert, LAPD Northeast 
Station, Sergeant Luciano Meza, LADOT Traffic and R. Scott Page, LA Metro Operations 
Planning Manager, Service Planning. These Los Angeles City Department representatives 
expressed concerns of increased traffic congestion if the southbound traffic lane is removed as 
proposed by LADOT. 

An alternative proposal was presented that includes: 

■Bike sharrows (shared lane - not removing a traffic lane) along Figueroa St. from Avenue 22 
to Avenue 50 with no “road diet” 

■Bike sharrows along Sycamore Terrace between Avenue 50 to Avenue 45/Woodside Drive 
■Bike sharrows along Monte Vista St. from Avenue 50 to Marmion Way to Figueroa St. 

■Bike sharrows along Avenue 50 between Figueroa St. and Monte Vista 

Councilmember Cedillo will host another community meeting on June 12 th at Monte Vista 
Street Elementary.
